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BIKE-RIDING 101 

Amid police crackdown, teaching newbies to ride safely

Call it cyclist’s ed. 

The Police Department is in 
the middle of a two -week crack- 
down on bike riders, so we fig- 
ured we would drop in on a class 
to teach newbie cyclists the rules 
of the road at Red Lantern Bike, 
a combination cafe and bike shop 
in Fort Greene. 

“Rules are there for a reason,” 
said Dan Suraci, an instructor with 
the group Bike NY. “They keep the 
roads predictable.” 

Suraci ran the class that instructs 
neophytes how to use the city’s bike- 
share program along with basics in- 
cluding signalling, when to stay in 
a bike lane, and which part of a car 
lane it’s okay to occupy. The city 
has done a good job of encourag- 
ing cycling with the roll-out of the 
CitiBike fleet and the expansion of 
its network of bike routes, but new 
riders aren’t getting taught how to 
navigate Brooklyn’s streets, mean- 
ing their first trip could be a crash 
course, Suraci said. 

“Education is really the missing 
piece in general,” he said. 

Demand for it is also lacking, if 
the attendance at a Thursday class 
is any indication. Only four bike- 
riders-in-training turned out for 
the session. 

The quartet showed they were

Maybe you should have gone for 
those extras. 

Buying a bicycle used to mean just 
deciding whether or not you wanted a 
kickstand. But these days, your two- 


wheeled friend is required 
— by law — to have a lit- 
tle bit more. 

So as yet another service to 
our readers (that’s you), here’s a break- 


down of what the N YPD says 
you have to have whenever 
you hit the streets, or you 
might get a ticket: 

• Don’t drive 
without a horn 
like the one at left to 
let everyone know you 
are coming. Remember, whis- 


tles are not allowed, 
but a bell will do. 

• A red rear light 

must shine 
bright once the sun goes 
down. 

• Cops demand a white 
light shines your way from 
dusk till dawn. 


also subject to the same fines and 
violations.” 

Bikes should travel in designated 
bike lanes as much as possible, but 
riders are allowed to leave a bike 
lane if it is obstructed or unsafe, 
and when not in a designated lane, 
bikes are entitled to an entire lane 
of traffic, Suraci said. 

One of the biggest no-nos is rid- 
ing the wrong way, he said. Bik- 
ers call this “salmoning” because 
it is akin to traveling upstream, 
he explained. 

The Police Department an- 
nounced last week that officers are 
cracking down on bicyclists who 
disobey traffic signals and signs, 
ride in the wrong direction, ride 
on the sidewalk, and fail to yield 
to pedestrians in the crosswalk. It 
also noted that cops will be on the 
lookout for drivers blocking bike 
lanes, but as smartphone -wielding 
commuters documented in the first 


week of the crackdown, police, in 
eluding Commissioner Bill Bratton 
are among the offenders. 

“The NYPD asks all persons bi 
cycling and driving in the city t( 
make safety a priority,” an N YPE 
statement says. 

Another notice, this one fron 
the department’s Community Af 
fairs office, reminds riders that ev 
ery bicycle is required to have i 
white headlight, a red taillight, a 
bell, and working brakes. 

The crackdown is supposed 
to run through Aug. 26. 

Even with the crackdown, 
one of the bicyclists-in-train- 
ing said that going two -wheels 
is the best way to get around 
Brooklyn, even for beginners. 

“I just learned to ride last 
week,” said Sheepshead Bay resi- 
dent Anastasiya Matveyenko, a stu- 
dent at Hunter College. “I’m all for 
it. Bikes are better than cars.”

serious about safety in more ways 
than one by forgoing the beer on 
Red Lantern’s menu. 

The overview explained that 
bikes should be driven as if they 
were cars, obeying the same laws 
and rules, including traffic signals. 
And if they fail to follow the rules, 
cyclists are subject to the same tick- 
ets as motorists, Suraci said. 

“According to the law, bikes and 
cars are exactly the same,” he said. 
“They have the same rules, rights, 
and responsibilities. And they’re

Many riders don’t 
know that signaling 
turns and stops are part 
of the rules of the road. 
Here’s a breakdown of 
how to let other riders 
— and drivers — know 
your next move. 



A left turn is signalled 
by extending the arm 
straight out, perpendic- 
ular to the body. 



A right turn is sig- 
nalled by holding the 
arm out and bending it 
upward at the elbow.

Pizza gets a push 

Teens launch app thats speeds up that pie

Finally, a simple solution to 
the age-old question, “What’s 
a guy gotta do to order a pizza 
around here?” 

A new iPhone app that lets us- 
ers get a cheese pie with the push 
of a button has already been down- 
loaded more than 28,000 times, 
and the young Park Slope techies 
that created it say their success is 
about keeping things as straight- 
forward as a lunch of two slices 
and a Coke. 

“Simplicity is a big part of it,” 
said Cyrus Summerlin, the re- 
cent Midwood High School grad- 
uate who helped develop the new 
“Push for Pizza” app. 

Summerlin and his friend 
Max Hellerstein grew up in Park 
Slope, and, together with their 
buddies Will Haack, Graham 
Carling, and Demitri Nava, ap-

parently came up with the idea 
for the app when hunger struck 
as they sat around a living room 
while smoking something. (It’s 


true! Watch the video!) 

Users of the app enter credit 
card information and an ad- 
dress, and then select a partic- 
ipating pie purveyor in their 
neighborhood. Push for Pizza 
then orders a plain or pepperoni 
pie and has it delivered straight 
to the house with the push of 
a button — without having to 
make that annoying phone call 
or wade through hard-to -nav- 
igate interweb food-delivery 
services. 

“We want to make it so when 
you use Grub Hub or Seam- 
less, it feels like planning a 
wedding,” Summerlin said. 
“We’re just trying to lead the 
simplistic, one-push-of-a-but- 
ton revolution here.” 

The program works in 
tandem with Delivery.com, 
so any pizza parlor signed

Running for the hipsters 

Bearded, tattooed bartender vies to lead W'burg politics

This hipster wants to be your 
representative. 

Nick Rizzo, an unemployed 
bartender who lists among his as- 
sets his beard, tattoo, bike com- 
muting, and hand-rolled ciga- 
rette smoking, is running for 
male Democratic district leader 
of Williamsburg and Greenpoint, 
an unpaid and esoteric position 
that nevertheless wields influence 
within the party machine. 

Incidentally, Rizzo says he 
wants to dismantle that machine. 
Rooting out the kind of clubby 
Brooklyn politics once led by dis- 
graced former borough Demo- 
cratic boss Vito Lopez is a main 
tenet of Rizzo’s platform along 
with being pro-marijuana legal- 
ization, pro-choice, and pro-tip- 
ping food delivery workers. Rizzo 
also cites his history as a lifelong 
politics junkie who at 16 drew up 
a plan for redistricting his home- 
town of Berkeley, Calif, as evi- 
dence that he has the chops to 
lead the district. He is counting 
on increased turnout from secu- 
lar neighborhood transplants to 
help him beat out opponent Mi- 
chael Brienza in the area where 
he says a majority of active voters 
are Satmar Hasidic Jews. 

We checked in with Rizzo to 
see what makes him tick — and 
why he is still smoking post- 
Bloomberg. 

Danielle Furfaro: What 
made you decide to run for dis- 
trict leader? 

Nick Rizzo: It is about getting 
more people involved in politics 
around here. So much of what is 
wrong with New York politics 
can be explained by the fact that 
almost everything is decided in 
low turnout Democratic prima- 
ries. If there were twice as much 
participation, things would be re- 
ally different. 

DF: How will you get more 
people involved? 

NR: It is about bringing back 
a grassroots energy to the party. I

want to use this position as a com- 
munity organizing tool. My cam- 
paign has already identified tons 
of potholes and reported them to 
311. And we badgered the city’s 
Economic Development Corpo- 
ration to make sure the [Green- 
point ferry pier that collapsed in 
February] was up and running in 
time [for the severing of G train 
service to Queens.] 

It is about taking the power and 
projecting it outwards. It is im- 
portant to report back on what I 


have seen and heard. I am going 
to keep knocking on doors after I 
am elected so I can keep finding 
out what the issues are. 

DF: What else are you work- 
ing on? 

NR: I am on a mission to get 
[the online delivery service] Seam- 
less to raise its lowest default tip 
amount to 15 percent. It would not 
cost any money and it would have 
the effect of putting millions of dol- 
lars into the hands of delivery driv- 
ers without governmental power. 


It is about being creative. 

DF: What is your election 
strategy? 

N R: I have five field organiz- 
ers. They go out to different parts 
of the district and to subway stops 
in the morning. I am relying on 
our supporters to give us lists of 
people who we can approach. 

DF: In this district, the Ha- 
sidic votes tend to decide many 
races. How are you planning to 
get their vote? 

NR: It is really fascinating. 
There are a bunch of different 
parts of the district, and the Sat- 
mar are the ones that make the dis- 
trict special and unique. It is much 
more like diplomacy than dealing 
with local politics. They are not 
going to listen to me if I knock on 
their doors. They do not speak my 
language, they do not watch tele- 
vision, and they do not read the 
same newspapers I do. 

You have to go through vari- 
ous political leaders and deal with 
them. I have shown all sides that 
I respect them. Also, I am Jew- 
ish, despite my surname, because 
my mother is Jewish. I figured 
that because I am not Orthodox 
it would not matter, but it does. 
It should not, but it does. 

DF: What do you do when you 
are not campaigning? 

NR: Well, the campaign has 
taken over my life to a scary de- 
gree. My other job is a bartender. I 
am between bartending gigs right 
now. I am actually going for an 
interview today. 

I love my bar trivia, I am an 
Oakland A’s fan, and I love riding 
my bike. I have a blue Giant hy- 
brid. It does not have cool hipster 
handles, and it is not a fixie. 

DF: I heard you roll your 
own cigarettes. What kind do 
you smoke? 

NR: I smoke Peter Stokkebye 
rolling tobacco, which is a Danish 
blend. I am a sucker for anything 
that says “Danish” on it. I think it’s 
cool. Copenhagen seems to be a lot 
like Brooklyn, but without the mi- 
norities, which is unfortunate.

Volunteers join forces to hunt 


down a vicious

Guardians of Prospect Park 
have gone on the o-phensive 
against phields of phragmites 
— an invasive cat tail-like wet- 
land grass that can grow up to 
18-pheet high and turn beautiful 
lakes and the brooks that pheed 
them into swamps — that they 
phear could run amok in Brook- 
lyn’s Backyard. 

“Because they’re so hardy, we 
have to get really down and dirty

to remove them,” said Corinne 
Martin, a spokeswoman with the 
Prospect Park Alliance. 

About a dozen volunteers 
showed up on Sunday to stem 
the green tide, whose extensive 
root system makes it impossi- 
ble to just rip them out weed by 
weed. Instead, the plants have 
to be smothered, which requires 
volunteers wade into the lake, 
phlatten the reeds, and lay black 
tarps over the entire area to de- 
prive the roots of sunlight and

What a dump! 

A fearless Bedford- 
Stuyvesant chef took the 
so-called “Ice-Bucket Chal- 
lenge” fund-raiser for Lou 
Gehrig’s Disease a disgust- 
ing step further when he sur- 
vived a dousing of ice wa- 
ter drawn from the filthy 
the Gowanus Canal — the 
only waterway in Brooklyn 
that is confirmed to have the 
clap. 

“The Gowanus Canal is 
terrifying, sure, but I’m not 
really a germophobe,” said 
Justin Warner, who cooks at 
Do or Dine on Bedford Av- 
enue between Quincy and 
Lexington streets. “I wanted 
to be really sensational but 
still get the point across that 
this is a horrible freaking 
disease that touches a lot of 
freaking lives.” 

Warren said he took the 
Challenge, which has been 
making the rounds on social 
media, as celebrities, politi- 
cians, and even former pres- 
idents have been doused in 
ice water to raise money to 
find a cure to the disease 
also known as amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis, because his 
best friend’s father has the 
disease. And being from 
Brooklyn, he thought he’d 
ramp it up a notch. 

He decided to make the 


water colder and much more 
disgusting than any of his 
doused pals by adding rot- 
ten fish to the mix. Salt wa- 


ter freezes at lower temper- 
atures than fresh water, and 
because the Gowanus Canal 
is brackish — a mix of fresh 


and salt water (among other 
things) — the water was ic- 
ier than most. To top it off, 
he dumped in dry ice, which 
caused the murky mixture 
to give off an appropriately 
witchy fog. 

“I’m known for being in- 
tense and over the top,” War- 
ner said. “People have been 
playing with the height of 
the water drop, but not re- 
ally experimenting with the 
water or the ice.” 

So far, Warren — who 
left his mouth open during 
part of the fetid deluge — 
has lived to tell the tale. He 
thoroughly cleaned himself 
and his clothes in the shower 
— and then cleaned the 
shower, leaving him clean 
as a whistle. 

“I don’t smell putrid any- 
more,” he said.

Starbucks is opening up a 
second coffee shop in Wil- 
liamsburg — and this time it 
plans to bring the party. 

The Seattle coffee chain 
has applied for a license to 
sell beer or wine alongside 
juice and java at the cafe un- 
der construction on N. Sev- 
enth Street between Bedford 
Avenue and Berry Street. 

The move is meant to ac- 
commodate neighborhood 
residents’ tremendous thirst 
and varied tastes, a rep for the 
caffeine colossus said. 

“We are proud to be a part 
of Williamsburg and are com- 


mitted to bringing the right 
coffee, food, and store experi- 
ence to each neighborhood we 
serve,” said Starbucks spokes- 
woman Haley Drage. 

“Just as every customer is 
unique, so are our stores and 
we consider a broad range 
of products and services for 
each location.” 

Starbucks sells alcohol in 
just 30 of its more than 20,000 
stores, including in the Seat- 
tle, Portland, Southern Cali- 
fornia, Chicago, and Atlanta 
locations, as well as in air- 
ports in Washington D.C. and 
Los Angeles. The incognito 
Starbucks inside a Macy’s 
store in Manhattan, which

lacks Starbucks signage, also 
sells beer and wine.

Fish off of Fulton 

D'town's Ocean Fish Market has been 
serving up fresh catches for 40 years

Swim over to this hid- 
den, old-school gem for 
some of the many treasures 
of the sea. 

Ocean Fish Market has 
been hawking fresh seafood 
and fried fish sandwiches to 
Downtown denizens for 40 
years, and the market’s cap- 
tain says there are three rea- 
sons for his success: location, 
location, and location. 

“There’s no other fish mar- 
kets around here,” owner 
Kevin Pak said of his small 
storefront on Willoughby 
Street between Bridge and 
Lawrence streets in the 
shadow of Downtown’s 
towers. 

Pak’s grandfather opened 
the small storefront years 
before nearby MetroTech 
brought hungry Brooklyn 
Paper reporters looking for

cheap eats. 

And the recent building 
boom in the area has changed 
the clientele some, but his 
business is as good as ever. 

“We’re doing just fine,” 
the fishmonger said, clean- 
ing a batch of whiting. 

Pak picks up his day’s of- 
fering of edible sea creatures 
from the Fulton Fish Market in 
the south Bronx every morn- 
ing at 3 am, selecting an as- 
sortment of salmon, shrimp, 
stripers, and other catches of 
the day, and ends up slinging 
about 3,000 pounds of fish ev- 
ery week, he said. 


Ocean also serves up all 
manner of deep-fried deep- 
sea critters, including scallops, 
flounder, and crab sticks. And 
it wouldn’t be fish and chips 
without the chips, so french 
fries are also on the menu. 

Sandwich options include 
a variety of sea species, but 
they are all served on reg- 
ular slices of whole -wheat 
bread — nothing fancy. The 
prices are reasonable for the 
neighborhood — an order of 
fish and chips runs $6.50 — 
making it a popular lunch 
spot for local workers. 

Pak says his customers are 


all very nice, but he does have 
a favorite type. 

“Anybody who spends a 
lot of money is a good cus- 
tomer,” he said. 

April is the busiest time 
of year for the store, likely 
owing to Lent, the Catholic 
practice of abstaining from 
meat in the weeks before 
Easter. 

Pak renews the store’s 
lease every 10 years, and the 
rent crept up a little when 
he signed the last one three 
years ago, he said. But he is 
not feeling the same pressure 
that has hit other small stores 


in the neighborhood so hard 
in the last few years. 

A block away on Fulton 
Mall, increasing rents have 
helped turn many mom-and- 
pops shops into national re- 
tailers. 

But for now, Pak is stay- 
ing where he is — as long as 
things remain the same. 

“I just want it to stay like 
this,” he said. 

“Busy.”

Sand trap makes 
for risky detour 

Danger for cydists in Sheepshead Bay 



Alan Cohen said because it is such an inconve- 
nience for cyclists to remove their specialty cy- 
cling shoes before walking across the unpaved, 
sandy stretch of the Sheepshead Bay-Plumb 
Beach bike path, many cyclists have started to 
ride on the Belt Parkway.

For Sheepshead Bay cy- 
clists, it’s no way or the high- 
way. 

The washed-out stretch of 
the Sheepshead Bay-Plumb 
Beach bike path has switched 
gears from an annoyance to 
a danger now that cyclists 
have started biking on the 
Belt Parkway to avoid the 
sandy swath. 

The unpaved portion has 
been a sand trap since the as- 
phalt was washed away by 
Hurricane Sandy, and the 
city has been slow-rolling 
the planned fix, instead of 
posting signs on the path ad- 
vising cyclists to dismount 
and walk their bikes over the 
sandy stretch. 

But that’s not an option for 
serious cyclists, who often 
wear cleats — cycling shoes 
with grooves that clip onto a 
bike’s pedals and make dis- 
mounting a chore. One cyclist 
said cleated riders also won’t 
walkthrough the sandbecause 
of the damage it would do to 
their pricey specialty shoes. 

“No cyclist is going to do 
that because it destroys them,” 
said Alan Cohen, who lives 
in Sheepshead Bay. 

Cohen said he’s irked by 
the sign telling riders to dis- 
mount and walk their bikes 
over the sand, because he said 
it means the city is aware of 
the problem and forcing the 
responsibility of the situation 
onto riders. 

“It was like putting salt 
in the wound,” said Cohen, 
who sometimes rides an ex- 
tra three miles to avoid the 
sandy strip. 

Cohen said that many of 
his fellow cyclists are opting 
for a shorter — but much risk- 
ier — detour. 

“They will ride on the Belt 
Parkway itself,” he said. “It 
is a risk — something is go- 
ing to happen.” 

On a clear day, up to five 
cyclists may zoom by on the 
Belt Parkway in a 30-min- 
ute interval, some even riding 
against the flow of traffic. 


One cyclist, who chooses 
instead to carry his bike 
across the sand, said the 
bike path needs renova- 
tions soon, before the in- 
evitable happens. 

“I don’t know if anyone’s 
been hit yet, but it’s a good 
chance it’ll happen soon,” 
said Danny Santana, a cy- 
clist from Midwood. “Just 
clean it up.” 

Former Councilman Lew 
Fidler allocated $450,000 to 
the Parks Department to fix 
the damaged bike path last 
summer. But a Parks De- 
partment spokeswoman said 
that work to repair about 450 
feet of the eroded path, isn’t 


expected to begin until af- 
ter the summer. 

“We anticipate con- 
struction to begin and be 
completed this fall,” said 
Meghan Lalor, a spokes- 
woman for the Parks De- 
partment. In the meantime, 
Cohen said he hopes to see 
some sort of a stopgap so- 
lution — like wooden or 
metal plates — before 
then so cyclists can enjoy 
an uninterrupted ride with- 
out having to worry about 
sand or cars. 

“Something temporary, 
so life can go on,” said Co- 
hen. “I don’t think that is 
rocket science.”

get away from urban areas 
it’s a little tougher.” 

Right now the app is only 
available for the iPhone, but 
the group hopes to have an 
Android version in the future.

Techno Files 

Three Brooklyn Yeshi- 
vas will be getting a crash 
course in 3-D printing this 
fall.

A different kind of stu- 
dent initiative has been turn- 
ing gear at Brooklyn Law 
School since 2008. A re- 
cent Medium post explains 
how the The Brooklyn Law 
Incubator and Policy Clinic 
is helping startups to fend off 
so-called “patent trolls” — 
the pesky opportunists who 
take out patents for things 
they never make with the sole 
intention of suing someone 
when they actually figure out 
how do it. The Brooklyn Law 
clinic provides legal aid to 
young companies suffering 
torment at the hands of these 
trolls. Law students also help 
with a myriad of other le- 
gal issues specific to inno- 
vation companies, providing 
services sorely needed in a 
place that hopes to foster the 
next generation of technol- 
ogy entrepreneurs. 

The former Jehovah’s 
Witnesses complex, that 
has been re-branded by 
Jared Kushner as Dumbo 
Heights, has landed a huge 
new tenant — WeWork. The 
company that rents co-work- 
ing space to people and busi- 
nesses that cannot yet afford 
their own digs is taking an 
entire building in the five- 
building campus. It seems to 
be a perfect fit for Kusher, 
who has pitched the project 
as a hip central repository 
for innovation companies. 
Landing WeWork is like ink- 
ing deals with hundreds of 
tiny tenants, but without 
much of the hassle. Kudos 
Kush.

The duo self-released its first

How do you make professional comedy writ- 
ers laugh? Ask them to look at your jokes. 

A panel of late-night TV show scribes will 
assemble at Spike Hill in Williamsburg on Aug. 
23 to discuss their work as part of the Brooklyn 
Comedy Festival. Wan- 
nabe writers can expect 
to get plenty of insider 
information on the in- 
dustry — but it isn’t an 
invitation to show up 
with your funny-writ- 
ing folio, said one of the 
festival organizers. 

“Last year, we had 
someone offer a packet 
to them, which was very strange,” said Evyatar 
Gour, who will also moderate the event. 

Fortunately, the writers saw the funny side, 
and turned the awkward situation into a joke, 
he added. 

But that doesn’t mean the free talk won’t 
help you kickstart your comedy- writing career. 
Gour said audience members will get clued 
in to the ideal writing styles for the various 
late-night series. 

“When you’re writing for John Oliver or Jon 
Stewart, you’re writing for a specific voice,” he 
said. “In the late night, you’re pitching every- 
where — ideas, characters, things that are wacky 
and can veer off into different voices.” 

Wordsmiths appearing on the panel will in- 
clude and Chris Kelly from “Saturday Night 
Live,” and Arthur Meyer, who writes for and 
occasionally appears on “The Tonight Show 
with Jimmy Fallon,” alongside others yet to 
be announced. 

There will also be a question and answer 
section, which Gour said usually gets pretty 
candid — and hilarious. But he expects that 
the funniest part of the afternoon won’t be

War stories 

Revolutionary War reenactors do not sugar- 
coat what happened in the Battle of Brooklyn. 

“The British attacked the Americans,” said re- 
enactor Michael Callahan. “The British won.” 

But they also are not shy about gloating over 
the fact that the tactics the Americans picked up 
during the battle helped 
them eventually win the 
war. And they are also 
happy to give credit 
where credit is due — 
to the hundreds of black 
and Hispanic soldiers 
who played a crucial 
role in that victory. 

So as part of this 
year’s annual Battle 
of Brooklyn festivities at Green-Wood Cem- 
etery in Greenwood Heights, a local group of 
reenactors will lead a discussion on soldiers 
of color in the War of Independence. 

“It is important for people to know that they 
were there and the huge contribution that they 
made,” said Callahan. “And they served side-by- 
side with the white soldiers. Segregations did 
not happen until the Civil War, ironically.” 

The old-war obsessed compatriots plan to 
spend an entire weekend reliving both the glory 
and the horrors of the Battle of Brooklyn, which 
took place in 1776 and was one of the biggest 
battles of the Revolutionary War, setting the 
tone for the rest of the eight-year struggle. 

There will be tactical reenactments of the 
battle on both Saturday, Aug. 23 and Sun- 
day, Aug. 24 — the Saturday reenanctment 
will take place at in Brooklyn Bridge Park in 
Dumbo and the Sunday reenactment will be 
staged at Green-Wood. 

Both shows will include musket and cannon 
demonstrations and a chance to learn about 
tactical battle positioning. 

The Green-Wood event will also offer history 
buffs the chance to a meet the actors playing 
George Washington and Benjamin Franklin, 

And then, of course, there will be the battle. 
But you already know how that ends.

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Go again, green machine 

Fans screen the original Ninja Turtles movie

T hinking of shelling out 
$15 to see the new “Teen- 
age Mutant Ninja Tur- 
tles” movie? You might have a 
more tubular time for free. 

The latest Michael Bay- 
helmed film is on top of the 
box office, but some folks 
think the original turtles 
flick still kicks butt. So to give 
Brooklyn a taste of some clas- 
sic cowabunga, two separate 
groups of fans are holding free 
screenings of the 1990 live-ac- 
tion version — first at Videol- 
ogy in Williamsburg on Aug. 
22, and then at Freddy’s Bar in 
Park Slope on Aug. 24. 

“The new one is just kind 
of another big, loud, expen- 
sive, summer blockbuster,” 
said Mike Cecchini, manag- 
ing editor for Den of Geek, 
the geek-centric blogging site 
that is hosting the Videology 
screening. “The old one was 
not that.” 

The crime -fighting, pizza- 
loving reptiles have been re- 
invented countless times over 
the years, appearing in comic 


books, video games, numer- 
ous cartoon series, and on 
the shelves of toy stores. 
But some people think the 
new Hollywood blockbuster, 
which uses computer anima- 
tion to render fierce realis- 


tic looking 7-foot tall turtles, 
has mutated the spirit of the 
surfer-slang-slinging martial 
artists. They used to be the 
little guys, said Cecchini. 

“The appeal of the turtles 
has always been the under- 


dog aspect. When you turn 
them into linebackers you 
lose some of that,” he said. 

One of the original film’s 
most distinctive features 
was the animatronic cos- 
tumes created by Jim Hen- 


son’s Creature Shop. It took 
three people — an actor, a 
voice artist, and a puppe- 
teer — to bring each hero 
in a half shell to life for the 
first time. 

“The thing we love about 
the old one is the costumes,” 
Cecchini said. “It’s amazing 
watching guys doing martial 
arts and somersaults in these 
big suits.” 

Tony Nigro, who helps run 
the Obsolete Cinema series 
at Freddy’s Bar, understands 
why people have fond mem- 
ories of the original. 

“We trade on nostalgia big 
time,” said Nigro, who will 
| also screen the 1993 “Su- 
-q per Mario Bros.” film on 
| the same day. “Everything 
we show, we want to be a 
sort of rediscovery.” 

But he also thinks the first 
film was a bit confused about 
what it wanted to be. It was 
marketed to children, but 
based mostly on the origi- 
nal comic book series, which 
was much grittier than sub- 
sequent family-friendly it- 
erations.

Surviving the Rapture 

Greenpointer Mattie Safer trades 
in dance-punk stardom for soul

D ance-punk’s not dead — 
it is just playing R&B in 
Bushwick. 

As the bass player for Brook- 
lyn indie band the Rapture, Mat- 
tie Safer achieved the kind of 
success most musicians can only 
dream of — international tours, 
magazine covers, awards, and 
a major-label record deal. 

But in 2009, after a decade 
in the band, Safer felt like he 
had hit a wall creatively. So he 
did what most musicians would 
never dream of — he quit. 

“It was one of the most free- 
ing things that I’ve ever done,” 
said the Greenpoint resident. “It 
was hard to walk away, but once 
I did I felt like I was standing 
up straight again.” 


Five years later, Safer may 
not be selling out arenas, but he 
said he has found his own musi- 
cal voice, trading in post-punk 
party songs for the sounds of 
soul and R&B that have com- 
forted and inspired him since 
his teens. 

“When I’m chilling at home, 
I’m listening to Earth Wind & 
Fire and Mary J. Blige,” Safer 
said. “That’s what feels most 
natural to me.” 

The work he has recorded 
to date has a ’70s sheen to it, 
reminiscent of some of Ste- 
vie Wonder’s best work and 
given a warm glow thanks to 
his bubbly bass work and emo- 
tive vocals. 

Safer said it is a platform 
that has allowed him to express 
some of his deepest fears and 
greatest aspirations. 


“Everything I’ve been writ- 
ing is really about waking up 
and figuring out how to really 
live and live a life that has mean- 
ing to me,” he said. 

So far, Safer has only made 
a few scattered tracks avail- 
able online, otherwise keep- 
ing himself busy with DJ gigs 
and production work. But now 
the 33 -year-old musician is get- 
ting ready to step back into the 
spotlight. 

He is putting the finishing 
touches on his first solo al- 
bum, which will be released 
in spring of next year through 
Wolf Tone, the label of big- 
time record producer Paul 
Epworth, who has worked on 
songs and albums for Coldplay, 
Bruno Mars, and Paul McCart- 
ney (and also co-wrote a little

J ust when you thought 
it was safe to go back 
to Williamsburg. 
Improv troupe Ten Bones 
is attempting perform the 
1975 cinematic blockbuster 
“Jaws” entirely from mem- 
ory at bar and screening 
house Videology on Aug. 
30 — and the actors will 
only be allowed to watch the 
movie once in preparation. 
So to bone up for the show, 
one actor said he is sinking 
his teeth into other canoni- 
cal shark films. 

“Fve been watching the 
‘Sharknado’ movies,” said 
Ryan Chittaphong. 

Adding to the movie -in- 
spired mayhem, the actors 
won’t know which role they 
will be playing until right be- 
fore the performance starts. 
They will also have to in- 
corporate audience-submit- 
ted lines and sound effects, 
which the director will occa- 
sionally hurl their way. 

But fans rejoice — the 
shark (known as Bruce to 
“Jaws” aficionados) may get 
to finally explain why he is on 
the war path against a small 
Long Island beach town. 


“There’s nothing in the 
rules that says he can’t talk,” 
said Chittaphong, who is 
hoping to play the grumpy 
Great White. 

The live reproduction is 
really a jumping-off point 
for spur-of-the-moment 
comedy, another actor said, 
but the troupe will still hit on 
all the key plot points. 

“Someone has to get 
eaten, the hero has to get 
involved, they go on jour- 
ney, Jaws attacks, and they 
have to kill Jaws,” said Andy 


Schneeflock. “Everything 
else is up for grabs.” 

Ten Bones performed its 
first “Entirely From Mem- 
ory” show in December last 
year, with Charles Dickens’ 
“A Christmas Carol,” Chit- 
taphong said. The group re- 
alized it was on to some- 
thing and has already staged 
versions of “Batman” and 
“The Wizard of Oz” this 
year, he said. 

The set and costumes 
for this production will be 
minimal, but the director 


promised the play will be 
a lo-fi lark. 

“There will be a very bad 
shark costume,” said Peter 
McElligott. “So bad that it 
will illicit laughter. We’re 
going all out in the cheap- 
est way imaginable. We al- 
ways do.”

Urena seems to be Mister Reliable 
this season as he is the only player in 
the New York-Penn League to play 
in all 63 games this season and has 
three double digit hit streaks, mak- 


ing him the youngest Cyclone to do 
so at the age of 19. 

“When you look at our two teen- 
agers, Rosario and Urena, they both 
hit right at or near .300 virtually the 
whole season, they’ve been very con- 
sistent.” Gamboa said. 

Rosario who started the game — 
the only position player from the Cy- 
clones to do so — threw out three 
North All-Stars. Urena made his pres- 
ence known with a play from third 
throwing across the diamond to first 
to get an out, and started off a failed 
double play in the eighth inning. 

The Cyclones’ outfield was repre- 
sented with the team’s right fielder, 
Michael Bernal, who for a time strug- 
gled at the plate and was striking 
out more than anyone in the league, 
but when he was hitting he was hit- 
ting for power. Defensively, Bernal 
is one of the best in right field with 
a rocket of an arm, and his speed 
has paid dividends, even if his hit- 
ting hasn’t been up to snuff. 

“Michael’s average is nowhere 
near where he’d like it to be, but he 
has stolen 10 bags, he’s hit five home 
runs and he’s driven in 31 runs, and 
he’s leading the league in assists for 
outfielders with the bazooka arm that 
he’s got,” Gamboa said of his out- 
fielder. 

Unfortunately, Bernal struck 
out during his only at bat in the 
game.

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The college kid's car

M y daughter dreams 
of arriving on cam- 
pus for her sopho- 
more year in her own car, 
cruising down college row, 
her belongings in the trunk, 
the breeze of independence 
blowing through her hair. 
Her one, giant obstacle to 
the fulfillment of this fan- 
tasy is me. 

My rational arguments 
against this course of events 
all center around the distrac- 
tions a car could provide from 
the essential purpose of be- 
ing at college — learning and 
participating in campus life. 
Pressure to drive people or 
loan out her wheels, invi- 
tations to wander afield on 
weekends, the enticement to 
take friends to another town 
for dinner or shopping, all 
represent fun things that are 
not what she’s supposed to 
be doing there. 

Her reasons have merit, 
though. Campus isn’t reached 
by bus or train service and 
driving home would be easier 


and less expen- 
sive; she could 
visit friends at 
other schools 
and keep up 
meaningful re- 
lationships; the 
teams she’s on 
get no school- 
sponsored transportation so 
a car would help them com- 
pete; and we all agree, she’s 
a competent driver. 

Beyond deciding yes or 
no, there are all the possi- 
ble conditions I could at- 
tach. Should I insist on a 
minimum grade point aver- 
age to get and keep the car? 
Set a maximum number of 
miles allowed each semes- 
ter? She should be respon- 
sible for gas, certainly, but 
what about the increase in my 
insurance or routine mainte- 
nance? What if she can’t af- 
ford the expenses we agree to, 
should I expect her to work 
more hours at her job which 
ends up giving her even less 


time to study? 

What makes the situation 
feel so tricky are the stakes 
involved. My girl still talks 
out decisions with me and ac- 
cepts the resolutions we come 
to, but I sense that at any mo- 
ment she might just do what 
she wants. At 19, the desire 
for independence is strong. 
For example, when I suggest 
I may decide against the car, 
she asks how much would it 
cost to buy one herself? When 
I explain the expenses I see 
her mind calculating ways to 
come up with more money or 
how far she could dip into her 
savings account. 

I’m conscious that more 
and more things she asks for 


depend on dollars from home, 
and when I say no to some- 
thing, whatever the reason, 
that adolescent mind consid- 
ers the consequences of do- 
ing it anyway. 

She gets that, in many 
ways, money equals inde- 
pendence and, at the same 
time, I don’t want to use my 
wallet to control my daugh- 
ter’s actions. It might work 
in the short term, but I feel 
certain it will doom our re- 
lationship over time. 

Where does this leave 
me? Searching for a middle 
ground between her desire 
for a car now and mine for 
a delay. I want her to feel 
treated fairly, no matter the 
outcome. I want us to find 
a way to handle bigger and 
bigger decisions without de- 
stroying our relationship. 

In my mind, I can see 
her cruising through cam- 
pus, feeling independent, 
possessing the freedom of 
a car. 

But just not yet.
